Commissioner Hudson stated that it 
was largely due to the “fault of the 
system.” When he took over the duties 
of the office he holds, he. stated, 
he “followed, the precedent he 
found.” He admitted that there 
are glaring faults in the system, teat 
a system of checking the work 
of the inspectors has been badly need-~ 
ed for years and admitted that the 
state annually pays goodly sumg for 
fertilizer inspectiogs which she never 
gets. 

When asked about the choice of the 
fertilizer inspectors, he admitted that 
he chose men largely for personal rea- 
sons and that very often men were ap- 
pointed when there were no vacancies 
in their vicinities. He explained, how- 
ever, that he simply did the appoint- 
ing and that it was a part of the 
duties of Mr. Johnson, his chief clerk, 
to find places for the men to work. 
Sometimes, in order to do this, both 
Mr. Hudson and Mr. Johnson admitted, 
it was necessary to send a man a con- 
siderable distance from his home coun- 
ty. It was stated, however, that his 
traveling expenses to and from the 
scene of his work were not paid as 
they are while the inspector is act- 
ually engaged in his work. 

No Work to Do. 

It sometimes happens, explained Mr. 
Hudson to the committee, that an in- 
spector is appointed and draws his 
salary for. several months when there 
is actually no work for him to do. 
This condition arises, he stated, be- 
cause of anticipated movements of 
fertilizers which do not materialize. He 
admitted in one specific case, however, 
that an inspector’s failure to do any 
work was due to the fact tnat the| 
territory to which he was appointed 
was dlready thoroughly covered. 

This was in the vicinitv of Smith- 
ville, and Commissioner Hudson stat- 
ed that he appointed the inspector in 
question, failing to remember that 
there were already two on duty in 
that vicinity. Consequently, he stated, 
there was nothing for the third to do. 

Much Money Wasted. 

Without saying quite so much, Com- 
missioner Hudson admitted to the com- 
mittee that the ‘state annually sus- 
tains considerable losses by paying 
for fertilizer inspections which she 
does not get. He pointed out, how- 
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$83.33 without even making a pretense 
at earning it. 

It was shown from the records and 
admitted by both Commissioner Hud- 
80n and his chief clerk, Mr. Johnson, 
that there are many men who acted as 
inspectors in 1910 and 1911 for from 
one to five months, who during that 
time did not take a single sample of 
fertilizer, but who drew their salary 
With startling regularity. 

Cc. J. Brunelo, of Barnesville and 
Brunswick, served as inspector at each 
place for two months, but from neither 
town did he send in a sample obtained 
by inspecting a sack of fertilizer. In 
addition, it was admitted, that he was 
appointed for the second two-mdnths’ 
term after having failed to do any 
work during the first half of his term 
ef service. 

$416 Salary for No Work, 

R. F. Napier, of Hawkinsvilie, as- 
signed to duty in Twiggs county, re- 
ceived $416.65 from the state for his 
services for five months, and yet dur- 
ing this time, the records show that 
he failed to send in even one sample 
of inspected fertilizer. L. J. Kilburn, 
of Macon, was inspector for six months 
and sent in only nine samples. There 
are several large manufacturing 
plants in Macon, the output of which 
is supposed tc be inspected. 

E.,. E. Slack, of Tifton, went three 
months, drawing pay from the state 
without inspecting any fertilizer. 

Cases of inspectors who drew two 
months’ pay without sending in a 
single sample were almost too numer- 
ous to aftract passing attention from 
the committee after it had gotten thor- 
oughly into the matter. Among those 
shown to be in this class were: L. C. 
Griffin, of Americus; W. R. Groves, of 
Lincolnton: J. B. Oliver, of Quitman; 
W. J. Reid, of Ellaville; C. D. Smalley, 
of Leathersville; Ww. J. Smith, of 
Plains; A. S. Souter, of Preston; 
Charlies Cunningham, of Oglethorpe, 
and W. E. Drain, of Buena Vista.

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ever, that the records would show 
that there are drones and shirkers in 
every line of business and in the em- 
ploy of every man who needed men 
to assists him in business. 

He admitted that these losses may 
be made considerably smaller by the 
institution of a system by which check 
may be kept on the fertilizer inspec- 
tors. He admitted also that the sys- 
tem which has been in use up to this 
time is bad in that it makes possi- 
ble the conditions which the commit- 
tee found to exist. He set out that 
a much larger clerical force than is 
now at his disposal will be neces- 
sary to keep proper tab on the in- 
spectors. 

Prior to this, it had developed that 
inspectors often wasted time and 
money making trips to inspect ferti- 
lizers which had already been  in- 
spected, A proper system of check- 
ing, Mr. Hudson stated, would, to.a 
large extent, do away with this need- 
less expense. 

Mr. Hudson spent a goodly portion 
of the day before the committee 
answering questions relative to the 
working of the inspectors of oil and 
fertilizers. His chief clerk, Mr. John- 
son, was also called to the stand just 
before the session was adjourned un- 
til this morning when the work will 
again be taken up. 

It will be several days before the 
committee will be ready to make a 
formal report upon th. matter, but 
from the evidence taken Friday, mem- 
bers of the committee expressed the 
opinion that while, apparently, Com- 
missioner Hudson had been guilty of 
no intentional wrong-doing, the losses 
which the state has heretofore been 
sustaining, cannot be allowed to con- 
tinue. The fault, in the expressed 
opinion of members of the committee, 
is partly in the system, but even the 
present system may be made consid- 
erably more efficient and many losses 
saved the state by the proper pre- 
cautions in the matter of checking up 
the work done by the inspectors. 

Oil Inspection Costly. 

That the state’s oil inspections are 
costing twice what it slrould is one 
of the statements made by Commis- 
sioner Hudson to the cOMmittee while 
the matter of oil inspections was being 
gone into. The committee’s investiga- 
tion also disclosed the fact that there 
is no check upon the work done by 
the oil inspectors, no way of knowing 
that all the oil used in the state is 
inspected, and no way of ascertain- 
ing just how thorough are the in- 
spections which are made. 

The investigation disclosed the fact 
that inspectors in large towns and in 
cities where large amounts of oil are 
inspected in bulk receive for. their 
work sufficient returns to pay assist- 
ants to do all the work and have re- 
maining to them quite a neat sum. 
The inspectors themselves, it was 
shown, are bonded, but they are per- 
mitted to choose any one they de- 
sire as their assistants, and there is 
no Way Of Knowing how many inspec- 
tions are made by the assistants and 
how many by the inspector. The in- 
spector is under bond for the proper 
performance of his duty, it was shown, 
but his assistants are not. 

Must Depend on Railroads. 
The committee also learned that it 
is only through the railroads that oil 
inspectors learn of shipments of gil, 
and that should the roads fail to give 
proper notice, the oil would very prob- 
ably not be Inspected. Too, it was 
shown that there is no check kept any- 
where to show that inspectors inspect

The fees which accrue in smaller 
towns, it was shown, are not out of 
proportion to the amount of work re- 
quired of an inspector.

A POLICY OF JUDICIAL SANITY. 
Under the second administration of Governor Joseph M. Brown, 

as under the first, Georgia is to set an exaniple to other common- 
wealths against the sluice-gate and political exerciSe or abuse of the 
pardoning power. Equally sound were his appeals, in his inaugural 
address to the legislature and the judiciary, to co-operate with him in 


and justice more nearly upon an equality with the criminal in the 


courts of this state. | 
Governor Brown takes a far step toward closing one of the most 


establishes the ruling that henceforth when application for pardon is 
made a bulletin reciting the fact must be posted at the court house 
at which conviction was obtained, thirty days preceding the hearing 
before the prison commission. . 

It has happened, numberless times in the past, that both prison 
commission and governors were misléd, the one into recommending 
and the other into extending unwarranted pardon or clemency, for 
the simple reason that persons familiar with the facts in the case did 
not even know that application for pardon had been made. In other 
words, criminals have been unjustifiably turned ‘loose on society be- 
cause only one side of the case was heard, the other going by default. 
Craft and maudlinism conspired to “railroad” the pardon and thwart 
justice. 
Regarding general abuse of the pardoning power, and the evil 
toll taken by technicality, the inaugural expressions of Governor 
Brown, were equally strong, and prophetic,of a repetition of the 
policy he first pursued in his first administration of meting out the 
same treatment before the law to rich and poor. Reviewing the ne- 
cessity for co-operation between the legislative, judicia! and executive 
functions of government, each confining their activities tO their 
proper spheres, the governor sounded, as follows, a warning that may 
well be studied not alone by judges and legislators, but as well the 
people of Georgia: | | 

Yet, with all that I have stated, we have the anomaly that those charged 
with the execution of the laws in this state as in others have too often per- 
mitted technicalities and misguided sympathy to hamper or even defeat the 
laws which the people decree shall be enforced. Hence, the vita? need of the 
present day is the spirit of inflexible justice, I, therefore, sound the note of 
warning to you of the general assembly that you so legislate that the laws of 
Georgia be not the shield of fraud, to you of the judiciary that 
the right be so closely defined that there be no excuse for wrong. 
And for myself, I promise that the pardoning power shall not be 
used to defeat the laws, and that whatever function of the executive 
office I perform it shall be with an eye single to the impartial and complete 


protection of person and property, which our constitution says is the para- 
mount duty of government, 


The governor has here set forth, in its various aspects, a policy 
of judicial sanity which, if universally followed, will give Georgia 
signal distinction as a state repudiating senseless technicality, trying 
causes on their merits, and using rather than abusing the power 
vested in the executive to reverse the verdicts of the courts. 

The legislature and the judiciary can discharge no service of 
more constructive value to this state than to meet Governor Brown 
half way in materializing reforms that get down to the bedrock of 
our institutions, and for which the states and the nation are alike 
clamoring. .

PROTECTING A'TLANTA’S STUDENTS. 


The board of education has acted with commendable prompt- 
ness and wisdom in designating a ¢apable committee to investigate 
the faulty heating facilities of several of the city’s schools, and in 
making arrangements to purchase coal of a grade more suitable for 
furnace purposes than the almost pulverized product in recent use. 

The lives and the health of the school children of Atlanta are not 
for a moment to be weighed in the scale as against money or so- 
calle@ “economy.” If the higher grade coal the board now proposes 
tu hwy does not adequately heat the various schools from which com- 
plaint has come, then more money must be forthcoming—though 
under proper inspection good furnace coal should be obtained at $3.43 
per ton. 

Another matter to which the board might well direct its atten- 
tion is an insistence that proper police supervision and protection be 
accorded those schools so situated as to expose the children to the 
perils of traffic not only on their way to and from their studies, but: 
as well during school hours. Several schools in the city are located 
in such an environment. Students are constantly menaced by death 
and maiming, and parents are rarely free from anxiety as to the 
safety of their children. 

It requires tirne; of course, to get around to the different ramifi- 
cations of the situation, as it applies to safeguarding the health and 
lives of Atlanta’s school population. In the meantime it may not be 
amiss to point out that the theory of our system of medical inspec- 
tion, one of the most beneficent institutions ever introduced into the 
public school§, will be, in ultimate effect, largely nullified, until the 
pupils attending every school are shielded from the dangers arising 
from inadequately heated and ventilated buildings. 
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A BELATED TRIBUTE TO BUNYAN. 


Of imtimate, though perhaps intrinsically slight texture, is 
another bond woven between England and America by the unveiling 
of a memorial window in Westminster Abbey to John Bunyan, 
author of “Pilgrim’s Progress.” 
American initiative, and to that extent the people of this country 
ate interested in its consummation. 

In 1905 Americans attending the world’s Baptist congress, held 
in London, commented with surprise upon the fact that there was 
no Bunyan memorial in the historic abbey. Apparently, the inap- 
propriateness of the omission had not until then been borne in upon 
the average Englishman. But with the friendly prodding of their 
cousins across the water came realization of the injustice done the 
memory of one of the greatest moralists of the English-speaking 
race. A popular subscription quickly supplied the funds, and lately 
a handsotne wéndow, bearing scenes from the author's. book, was 
unveiled in the presence of the nation’s leading dignitaries. 

Thus it happens that 224 years after, his death the creator of 
cone of the most remarkable allegories in our common language, a 
work which has long been a classic without regard to language or 
clime, and which has brought courage and inspiration to hundreds 
of thousands of the world-weary and disheartened, is given that 
recognition which is the dream of every Englishman of achievement. 
And if ever an Englishman deserved the certification to posterity 
which comes with a memorial in Westminster Abbey, it is John 
unyan—humble cobbler, romancer whose imagination was divinely 
inspired and who, from the darkness of a prison cell and the depths 
of humiliation and penury, found the inspiration to give to the 
world’s literature one of its most notable masterpieces. 
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A REBUKE TO A GOVERNOR. 


Whether or not it penetrates his sensibilities, the rebuke handed 
Governor Cole L. Blease, of South Carolina, by the house of repre- 
sentatives of that state, ought to be of wholesome and deterrent 
effect upon other public officials tempted to bring a blanket indict- 
ment against the honesty and integrity of newspapers. 

Governor Bléase had up for consideration the so-called libel 
bill, prescribing penalties for criminal and civil libel. He saw fit 
to veto the measure, and in returning it to the legislature, accom- 
panied with a message applying such choice and statesmanlike 
epithets as “dirty,” “lie,” “scurrilous,” “cowardly” to the news- 
papers of the state. It has been his frequent boast that he was 
elected to office despite the almost unanimous opposition of the 
press of the state, and he has since let slip no opporunity to scarify 
journalism generally in terms more appropriate to the Bowery than 
to the state house.

| REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, January 26.--Weekly 
prices of cotton have risem under the 
Spur of a big demand.for thé actual 
}eotton at home and abroad, The con- 
‘tinent has been a heavy buyer in Liv- 
,erpool. British spinners have been 
calling freely for cotton, and in this 
country Europe has been a large buy- 
er. The exports have been large. 
There has been a rush to get cot- 
ton for January. shipment, export busi- 
ness having been to some extent, heid 
up by the recent severe weather. The 
Lancashire milla have resumed work 
'on full time and cloths have been in 
| foun demand at Manchester. In this 


country, the tendency of the dry goods 
market is manifestly towards a grad- 
ual improvement, none the less cér- 
, tain if rather slow. In New York, 
though prices sagged for a time un- 
der considerable liquidation, includ- 
ing no little selling by spot houses, 
th@re have latterly been signs of 
awakening oflife and strength whica 
have* confirmed many in the belief 
that the low price of the crop was 
touched in December and that hence- 
forth the trend will be upward for 
the reason that the weight of even a 
mammoth crop is off the market. 

Meantime Europe is taking even the 
lower grades of cotton at the south 
with greater readiness, to say noth- 
ing of the white cotton which seems 
none too easy to get. A noticeable 
widening of the _ differences be- 
tween New York and Liverpool is at: 
tributed by some to the fact that mer- 
chants are under heavy contracts to 
supply white cotton to European spin- 
ners and are finding it increasingly 
difficult to fill them. Though the in- 
terior receipts are increasing, owing 
to milder weather at the south, the 
interior shipments keep pace with the 
increase. All the signs, in the esti- 
mation of many, point to an insatiable 
demand from Europe, where spinners 
are doing a good business and appar- 
ently consider themselves fortunate to 
be. able to lay in supplies at current 
prices, after the much higher prices 
of recent years. 

The labor situation at Fall River has 
cleared up, 20,000 textile hands have 
returned to work in Mexico and at 
Lawrence, Mass., efforts have not been 
abandoned to effect an early settle- 
ment of the strike. The census Dbu- 
reau’s total of the ginning up to Jan- 
uary 16—14,510,000 bales—is nearly 
100,600 bales smaller than had been 
expected. On the other hand, it is 
still insisted that with the ginning 
thus far, roughly speaking, some _5,- 
000,000 bales in excess of the quantity 
brought into sight, it is a hazardous 
proceeding to start a bull campaign, 
seeing that this cotton may come on 
the market with a rush on any good 
adyance. Also, it is contended that 
recent rains have put the soil of the 
south in the ‘best condition known 
for years past, and that even at cur- 
rent prices, to say nothing of higher 
prices, there is no likelihood of any 
decrease in the acreage. oo that with 
a soil fortified against drought and 
another big acreage impending, an- 
other big crop may have to be faced, 
especially as recent celd weather is 
said by a government expert to have 
disposed of boll weevil for two years 
to come. But the sharp demand for 
the actual cotton, chiefly Europe, is 
the dominant figure, conjoined with 
an absence of selling pressure. Liver- 
pool's spot sales have latterly ranged 
on a big demand, then reacted under 
realizing and bear pressure vartly by 
the Walderf-Astoria contingent.

New busf+ 
ness in iron and steel ig lighter in vol- 
ume, and some reports indicate that 
specifications, though declared to _ be 
satisfactory, have actually fallen off a 
little. The railroads are doing more, 
thanks to better weather and the large 
movement of coal, which ‘two factors 
‘have reduced the amount of idle roll- 
ing stock. Collections are slow to fair, 
with the majority of the reports indi- 
‘cating tardiness. ; ;

New York, January 26.—A sharp. 
early advance in the cotton market 
today was followed by an even sharper 
reaction in the late trading, as a re- 
sult of realizing for over the week- 
end and a renewal of bear pressure, 
with the close weak at a net decline 
of 1@3 points. The early advance was 
considered due to reports of an ur- 
gent spot demand in the south and 
firmness in Liverpool, while the 
Cline in the afternoon was attributed 
to the influence of an increasing 
movement and expectations of a fali- 
ing off in the demand for spot cot- 
ton as soon as January commitments 
had been completed 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 4@6 points, in sympathy with 
the cables.
